Nomination 
Criteria 


The nominée must be employed in one of the career 
services of the federal government. This employment 
must span at least ten years. However, the service may 
include time in military service and employment in state or 
iocal as well as in the federal government. 


Nominees must have a record of integrity and devotion 
to the principles of public service. 


They must have demonstrated exceptional efficiency, 
sustained superior performance and accomplishment. 
Since many nominations will be considered, it is important 
that the nomination procedure be foliowed as outlined to 
facilitate selection. 


Nominations should be made as early as possible. Final 
deadline for submission is October 30, 1979. The 
Awards ceremony will be held in December.

e Chronological synopsis of career service progres- 
sion, showing title and government organizations. 

e Brief statement setting forth in summary the substan- 
tive achievement(s) which qualify the candidate for 
consideration and indicating the agency head’s pri- 
mary reason(s) for submitting the candidate’s name.
